Mr. Co lv in no w o wns larg e silv er 
and 
g o ld 
m ining interests in and 
aro u nd Go ldfield, being the pro prieto r 
o f twenty -o ne claims, all o f which are 
being mined. 
Recently 
he 
refu sed 
$50,000 fo r o ne o f his claims, the o ffer 
being made by a larg e co rpo ratio n. 
Mr. Co lv in is also eng ag ed in the 
bro kerag e bu siness, o wns an interest 
in the big Lo thro pe g ro cery in Go ld- 
field and is the pro prieto r o f sev eral 
\alnable pieces o f real estate in the 
city .

He spent co nsiderable tim e 
in H aw aii, China, Japan and Au s­ 
tralia. and then retu rned to San F ra n ­ 
cisco , g o ing fro m there into Old Mex i­ 
co . 
Sev eral y ears ag o he lo cated in 
Nev ada.

v eritable Go dsend to the peo ple. 
They 
hav e replaced the stag e co aches. 
A | 
sho rt tim e befo re I came away I made 
a fiv e hu ndred mile trip thro u g h Death 
Y alley and o ther parts o f the State 
and I did no t see as mu ch g rass in all 
the trip as y o u hav e here o n any o ne 
o f y o u r lawns. 
We do no t lack fo r 
water, bu t at Go ldfield it is necessary 
to g o do wn abo u t 180 feet fo r it. 
We 
hav e heav ier rainfall there than y o u 
do here, bu t in two ho u rs after a 
sho wer the g ro u nd is as dry as if it 
had nev er rained. 
On May 21st, 
we 
had a sno w sto rm at Go ldfield and 
the g ro u nd was co v ered, bu t it so o u 
melted away . 
There is sno w o n the 
m o u ntains all the y ear.” 
Mr. Co lv in bro u g ht with him to this 
city sev eral fine m alicite and qu artz 
nu g g ets co ntaining larg e qu antities o f 
silv er and g o ld taken fro m his mines 
He say s th at there is fro m $300 to $400 
wo rth o f silv er in each to n o f m alicite 
and abo u t $8 0 o r $9 0 wo rth o f g o ld to 
the to n o f qu artz 
Mr. Co lv in w ill leav e fo r Go ldfield 
to mo rro w as his bu siness interests re­ 
qu ire his attentio n 
He is u nm arried 
and he ex pects to arrang e m atters so 
that, in abo u t six mo nths he cau retu ru 
fo r an ex tended v isit.
